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By Rebecca Lipchitz 
here lies the balance of power 
W since electric deregulation 
took effect? Or, more signifi- 
cantly for Andover, who has the ulti- 
mate power to decide if an electric 
generating plant gets built, let’s say, 
in the next town over? 

So far, no one is really sure. 

Andover residents who hope to pull 
the plug on a proposed power plant in 
Dracut will have a chance to oppose it 
at the state level, but the new order of 
business for power plant approval 
under deregulation has left even some 
experts wondering exactly how such 
decisions will be made. 

No one local or state agency is 
responsible for all approvals needed to 
build a power plant, and in the early 
stages of deregulation, new guidelines 
in the process are still being set. 

Deregulation laws demand exami- 
nation of more regional impacts than 
ever before including cumulative 
impacts on the environment, says 
state Senator Sue Tucker, whose dis-

trict includes both Dracut and 
Andover. 

“But the problem is were not sure 
What it means. That’s what we’re 
struggling with now,” For every law 
there is a regulation and for every reg- 
ulation there is a guideline, Tucker 
Says. 

“But how much power does that 
give an intervener or the surrounding 
community? It is unclear,” she says. 

The situation may be a difficult one 
for residents, but it’s not unusual when 
a new law goes into effect, Tucker says. 

“It has to be defined, it has to be 
outlined, it has to be specified and it 
has to be interpreted. This is such a 
new law, everyone is struggling,” 
Tucker says. 

Local residents in opposition to the 
plant say they’re concerned that 
regional impacts are not considered as 
much as they should be, and that resi- 
dents have less chance of being heard 
by the state than power plant develop- 
ers. 


Proposed budget tops $90M

t comes with an artist’s rendering of 
[= town’s proposed new public safe- 

ty center on the cover. It is titled 
“Andover Building for the Future.” 

And to build for that future, not to 
mention cross the bridge to the 21st cen- 
tury, it will cost more than $90 million. 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski’s rec- 
ommended annual town budget for the 
year 2000 calls for a 6 percent increase, 
pushing it to $91.4 million. 

And while that easily outstrips the 
rate of inflation, the manager, in his 
cover letter to the Board of Selectmen, 
said he had to cut from departmental 
requests, which would have swollen the 


budget by nearly 10 percent if they had ; 


all been granted. 
The budget was formally introduced 
at the board’s Monday night meeting. 
“The good economic times we are 
enjoying create the illusion of limitless 
resources,” he wrote, (but) there were 


many requests that were not honored, 
not because they didn’t have merit, but 
because even with a 6 percent increase, 
there were not sufficient funds to meet 
all the demands.” 

Overall, the requested increase is 
only about half the increase of the previ- 
ous year, when the budget jumped more 
than 11 percent, from $77.5 million to 
$86.2 million. But it is well in excess of 
the increase from 1997 to 1998, when the 
budget remained almost flat. If the bud- 
get is approved as_ presented, the 
increase from 1997 to 2000 will be about 
18 percent. 

That is at least partially due to a 
Steady increase in municipal employ- 
ees. On the town side, the number has 
jumped from 313 to 340 since 1995, or 
about 8.6 percent. In the schools, the 
increase has been several times that. 
going from 501 to 640, or 27.7 percent.

Back to the future

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Supt. to decide 
Rapisardi’s job fate 


The fate of Gene Rapisardi’s job 
rests squarely in the hands of Superin- 
tendent Dr. Claudia L. Bach today, as 
she begins her investigation into 
charges that Rapisardi possessed crack 
cocaine and drove while under the 
influence of alcohol. 

Rapisardi, 48, of Methuen, taught 
English in Andover schools for 26 years 
before he was arrested in Lawrence 
last spring and placed on administra- 
tive leave. 

Lawrence police arrested him in 
May for possession of crack cocaine. In 
Lawrence District Court he was given a 
general continuance without a finding, 
meaning the charges would be dropped 
if he stayed out of trouble for six 
months. He was later arrested this past 
December for drunk driving, a charge 
that was also continued without find- 
ing. 

All the charges will be dropped if 
Rapisardi stays out of trouble for a 
year, says his lawyer Ted Fairburn of 
Lawrence. 

Rapisardi maintains that he has not 
been found guilty of anything, and 
aims to regain his job teaching English 
in Andover. 

Bach says her investigation is under 
way, but declined to mention any 
specifics. 

“Due process is extremely impor- 
tant,” she says. 

There is no specific time line 
involved, but she says she plans to con- 
duct as thorough an investigation as 
she can.

Stott headed for 
Iditarod a final time 


Andover’s Fred Stott will be travel- 
ing to Alaska next month to observe 
and report on what he says will be his 
final Iditarod, the 1,161-mile dogsled 
race from Anchorage to Nome, Alas- 
ka. 

Stott, an active and outdoor-loving 
octogenarian, will file dispatches dur- 
ing the race to the Concord (N.H.) Mon- 
itor, since he has agreed to cover Judy 
White Currier, the first woman from 
New Hampshire to qualify for the 
race 

“She’s one of 15 to 20 rookies,” Stott 
says, noting that he expects to be on 
the course longer than the winners. 
“They (the winners) finish in about 
nine days,” he says, “but the others 
come in somewhere between 13 and 18 
days. And that’s if they finish.” 

The race, he says, is one of the most 
grueling on earth, and could be even 
tougher this year because of the unre- 
lenting cold in Alaska. Anchorage, he 
says, has had below-zero temperatures 
for the past five days. 

Stott says he'll be doing much of the 
coverage by bush plane, mostly from

only 100 to 300 feet above the ground. “That's 
the only way (besides sleds) to get around there 
in the winter,” he says. 

He will “definitely not” be piloting the 
planes, and says that except for an initial flight 
into the Alaska mountain range, he’ll be rely- 
ing on his “hitchhiking” skills to catch rides 
throughout the rest of the race. He will also 
stay in shelters at the 27 checkpoints along the 
race, which he says are dwellings, “but no, 
they’re not like a bed and breakfast. But still, 
the people are pretty hospitable.” 

Stott, who leaves March 2, says he’s 
“charged up,” much like he was in 1992 when 
he visited Jeff and Donna King and their dogs. 
King went on to win the race that year, won it 
again in 1996 and again in 1998.

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Suburban coalition seekin

The Suburban’ Coalition, an 
alliance of more than 50 communities 
outside of Boston and other urban 
areas, may not include Andover, but 
its key priorities are shared by local 
officials. 

The Coalition’s 1999 Position Paper, 
distributed last week, calls for more 
education funding for the suburbs, 
passage of the special education 
reform legislation proposed last year, 
more state funding for non-school 
municipal buildings and property tax 
“circuit-breakers” for elderly and low- 
income property owners. 

The only area community that is a 
member of the coalition is North 
Andover. Andover Town Manager 
Buzz Stapczynski says Andover has 
not joined the Coalition because “it 
doesn’t seem like it would do that 
much for us,” and in addition doesn’t 
want to go overboard in pitting the 
town’s interests against the urban 
needs of bordering Lawrence. 

“But we are on their mailing list, 


and I’m sure their 
goals and _ ours 
would align pretty 
closely,” he says. 

According to 
the Coalition, the 
suburbs need 
relief from exces- 
sive reliance on 
property taxes, 
since residents of 
E cities pay an aver- 
Stapczynski— age of about 52 
similar goals. _ percent of the total 
tax burden, while residential taxpay- 
ers in some suburbs carry as much as 
90 percent. 

One way to ease that burden would 
be for the state to fund at least 25 per- 
cent of the so-called “foundation” bud- 
get for education — an amount set by 
education reform. 

“In no way is this proposal intend- 
ed to deprive lower income communi- 
ties of their current state funding lev- 
els,” says a Coalition press release, 
adding that, “Overall, the state’s con- 
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g more state support 


tribution should be about 50 percent 
of total public education spending in 
Massachusetts.” 

Of course, most suburban commu- 
nities deliberately try to limit busi- 
ness and industry, which then obvi- 
ously leaves residential property own- 
ers with most of the local tax burden. 

But Jerry Wasserman, vice-chair- 
man of the coalition and a member of 
the Needham School Committee, says 
the issue is not so much who is paying 
the property taxes as it is an over 
reliance on those taxes for schools. 

“We're not arguing that we should 
get the same money that cities get,” he 
says. We’re just saying that it’s gone 
too far, and it’s creating problems. We 
also have to remember that the sub- 
urbs are not homogeneous, and that 
we have a lot of senior citizens who 
are land-rich and income-poor.” 

Public schools, he notes, “are crea- 
tures of the state, so we just believe 
that the state has a responsibility to a 
certain level.

Wasserman says that even advocates 
for special needs children agreed after 
last year’s legislative effort died, that 
the reform bill was a good one. 

“So for them to say that means we 
might have a shot at it this year,” he 
Says. 

If there is any one of the four prior- 
ities that has a good chance of pas- 
sage, however, Wasserman believes it 
is the property tax “circuit breaker” 
for elderly and low-income families. 

“We've met with (Senate President) 
Tom Birmingham on this, and we may 
have his support,” he says. 

The proposal would limit property 
taxes based on what the Coalition says 
would be “real indicators of ability to 
pay, such as income level, or property 
tax as a percentage of income.” 

Whatever the fate of the Coalition’s 
priorities, Wasserman vows that the 
organization will be heard this year. 

“We're going to be better orga- 
nized,” he says, “and bringing people 
to hearings at the Statehouse. We real- 
ly learned a lot last year.”

Sometimes educational innovation 
doesn’t have to take million-dollar 
grants, focus groups and five-year study 
committees. 

Sometimes all it takes is observation 
and a bit of common sense. 

That should be the case with the long- 
overdue move to teach foreign lan- 
guages to younger students — a topic 
now under discussion by the Andover 
School Committee. 

For most of the existence of public 
education, the teaching of foreign lan- 
guage has defied both logic and the evi- 
dence. Most adults who took languages 
remember starting in high school, or 
perhaps middle school. 

Almost never, except for a few tourist 
phrases or songs (Let’s all sing Frere 
Jaques, now), did foreign language 
study trickle down into the lower ele- 
mentary grades. 

And that makes about as much sense 
as it would to prevent our children from 
learning their native language, which 
we all notice that they pick up around 
age 2, and in which they are essentially 
fluent two or three years later. 

Language aptitude is, generally 
speaking, a gift to the young — the very 
young. 


Almost everybody can tell stories of || 


meeting an immigrant family in which 
the parents well educated young 
adults were having trouble picking 
up English. Meanwhile, the son and 
daughter, aged 5 and 7, had essentially 
picked it up by listening to it on the 
playground or in the neighborhood, and 
were doing all the translating for the 
family. 

Of course this doesn’t mean older peo- 
ple can’t learn new languages. But all 
the evidence indicates that it is harder, 
the older.we get. 

In education, we hear about “readi- 
ness” and “teachable moments.” While 
it may not be true for every child, the 
majority of preschool children are 
ready and able to absorb foreign lan- 
guage teaching that is every bit as seri- 
ous as their own. 

So the question for the committee 


should not be whether this is something 
that is logistically easy to do. This is 
something that is good “for the chil- 
dren,” which everyone in education pro- 
fesses is the reason they are there. 

They should find a way to do it. 
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Be careful of laws that can cut both ways

| because it might come true. 


That cautionary cliche should be 
added to the strategy play book of the 
Merrimack Valley Residents for the 
Environment, who are hoping to 
switch off a proposed 750-megawatt 
power plant in Dracut before it ever 
gets a chance to be switched on. 

It’s not that the group of newly-ener- 
gized activists have no good points to 
make, although one sometimes won- 
ders if they should more accurately be 
called Merrimack Valley Residents for 
the Preservation of Property Values. 

But that aside, one can certainly 
argue that the region has a significant 
amount of pollution, and that state 
oversight of a proposed new project 
should include an analysis not only of 
what a new plant would do in isola- 
tion, but what it would add to the exist- 
ing pollution “burden” of the region. 

What makes less sense to me are the 
cries of “foul” and “unfair” about the 
fact that Dracut alone — not its border- 
ing neighbors — will make the local 
decision about whether the plant is 


built or not. There are even calls for 
our legislative delegation to file a bill 
that would give surrounding towns 
and cities a say in the approval of 
things like incinerators or power 
plants. 

Everybody should take a deep 
breath, count to 10 and think it over 
before rushing into something like 
that. 

Clearly, there is an element of logic 
to it. These plants are definitely 
“regional,” in the sense that they will 
serve all, or portions, of numerous 
communities. The emissions such 
plants create will, of course, not stop at 
the host town’s borders. The millions 
of gallons of water that the proposed 
plant in Dracut would use will come 
from a river that flows through many 
communities. 

So, the argument goes, why should 
only Dracut decide if it gets built? 

I've been around long enough to 
have heard this same philosophy 
expounded by a number of other peo- 
ple, in a somewhat different context. 
These were people bent on making bet: 
ter use of county government. As one 
former city solicitor put it, the 36 
municipalities that make up the coun- 
ty amount to no more than “geographi- 
cal accidents,” and it made no sense 
whatsoever to duplicate governmental 
functions 36 times over. 

Indeed, one element in his vision of 
a county utopia would have been a sin- 
gle public safety department, charged 
with keeping the peace and putting out 
the fires in the entire region.

How much more effective, efficient 
and less expensive it would be, he 
observed, to have only one administra- 
tive department, to be able to put 
police and fire stations where they 
were needed the most, and to deploy 
employees and equipment in the same 
way. 

Same for public works and _ high- 
way. The same for purchasing. Imag- 
ine the savings if there were just one 
vehicle maintenance operation, if 
there were just one division that built 
and improved roads, if there were one 
department buying everything from 
pencils to computers to heating oil for 
the entire county. 

But, of course, the chances of that 
actually happening ranked somewhere 
up there with the chances of colonizing 
Mars by next year. Because when it 
comes to things like this, the last 
things we fiercely independent New 
Englanders want are effectiveness and 
savings. 

The “independence” we want really 
means the freedom to be inefficient — 
to have our own police, fire, public 
works, finance etc. departments, 
which answer to our own boards of 
selectmen, and which can be stocked 
with friends and/or family members of 
local politicos or existing members of 
those departments. 

Why do you think there is such a 
political ruckus around here every 
time somebody from “outside” gets 
hired for a town job? Why do cities like 
Lynn and Lawrence have laws that 
force the hiring of people based not on

Join the fight against 
the power plant 


Editor, Townsman: 

When a friend asked me to sign a 
petition opposing a 750-megawatt natur- 
al gas power plant on the banks of the 
Merrimack River in Dracut, I was 
caught by surprise. 

Why was I unaware that such a 
colossal project was being proposed 
right in Andover’s back yard? I read the 
newspaper everyday, and like to think 
I'm reasonably informed, but as far as 
Constellation Power Co. was concerned, 
I drew a blank. 

Thankfully, community activism is 
alive and well in the Merrimack Valley. 
Now I am aware that Constellation 
Power wants to built the largest natural 
gas plant in the United States in the 
Merrimack Valley. 

I have learned that this plant will 
sport two 195-foot smokestacks that will 
emit toxins that I'd rather not know 
about. I was dismayed to learn that the 
plant will draw 4 million gallons of 
water daily from the Merrimack River, 
and only replace a fraction of the water 
it uses. The rest of the water will be 
released as steam. 

Sheryl Poole heads a 100-member 
group called Merrimack Valley Resi- 
dents for the Environment. She shared 
her views with me on why this power 
plant is extremely problematic for the 
residents of the Merrimack Valley. 

While Dracut will be home to this 
power plant, Andover, North Andover, 
Lawrence, and Methuen are among 
communities that will be downwind 
from it, which by the way will be 10 
times the size of Boston Edison. Dracut 
will not be downwind from the plant, so 
they have almost everything to gain, 
including $3 million annually in tax 
revenues, and nothing to lose. 

It is imperative to also understand 
that we are currently within eight miles 
of four existing incinerators. According 
to Sheryl, two of them are out of compli- 
ance with state Department of Environ- 
mental Protection regulations. So the 
Merrimack Valley will have more tox- 
ins pouring into our air, despite the fact 
that officials have not determined why 
the area has a high incidence of breast 
cancer.

Sheryl believes that we should not 
add one more part per million of any 
toxin to our air until we look at what 
we already have in terms of compro- 
mised air quality, and deal with that 
first. She explains that while gas power 
is cleaner than other kinds of power 
plants, there is a flaw in the clean-burn- 
ing argument. The flaw is that the argu- 
ment assumes that older, dirtier plants 
will be taken off line. However, right at 
this moment, there are 17 power plants 
formally proposed in the state of Massa- 
chusetts. 

The other flaw is that another old 
plant can be taken off line in another 
area, such as upstate N.Y., and the new 
plant in Dracut could be considered a 
replacement for it. Another factor to 
consider is that peak usage in our area 
is 22,000 megawatts of power. Our cur- 
rent capacity is 25,000 megawatts. With 
30,000 megawatts proposed to come on- 
line, we’ll be way over-supplied. (Num- 
bers supplied by Clean Water Action).

Can we afford 
more air pollution?

We are concerned about the pro- 
posed power plant to be located in Dra- 
cut, a stone’s throw across the Merri- 
mack River from West Andover. 

Can we really afford to add more air 
pollution to the Merrimack Valley 
with its already high incidences of 
breast cancer and pediatric asthma 
without having more _ information 
regarding the quality of air we current- 
ly breathe? 

Sheryl Poole, organizer of the Merri- 
mack Valley Residents for the Envi- 
ronment, hit the nail on the head in a 
recent Boston Globe article. “This is a 
case of ‘my backyard is full’ rather 
than ‘not in my backyard.” 

We agree completely. If the power 
plant were operating in a vacuum that 
would be one thing, but it will be 
adding its toxic emissions to the exist- 
ing chemical soup in the air from three 
incinerators, two major highways, dry 
cleaning businesses, and other indus- 
try in the Valley.

how good they are, but on whether or not they are local 
residents? 

And now back to the proposed Dracut power plant. 
What do you think will happen if a law is passed that 
gives Andover or other neighboring communities any 
sort of veto power over what Dracut wants to put with- 
in its borders? 

It’s not terribly hard to figure out. Dracut, under- 
standably, will be most anxious to return the favor. 
Everything Andover wants to do will suddenly take on 
“regional” importance. 

Andover doesn’t come to the table on this issue with 


entirely clean hands anyway. Given the amount of 
industry and traffic that are clustered around the inter- 
section of routes 93 and 495, the pollution generated 
here is probably significantly more than this proposed 
power plant will emit. Why should Dracut be maligned 
for “contributing” less pollution to the area than 
Andover? 

Should Dracut have had a say in whether to allow 
every business and industry that located in that part of 
Andover — close to the borders of other communities? 

That’s the trouble with laws like this. They cut both 
ways. 

It would be great if every major highway, every 
incinerator, every power plant and every cellular 
phone tower could be located somewhere far, far away, 


far from any prevailing winds headed in our direction, 
far from any rivers that flow through our area, far 
enough so we'd never see or hear them, no matter how 
tall or loud they get. 

But as long as we want to drive the new Lexus, toss 
out the beer bottles and the plastic plates after the 
Super Bowl party, dim the lights while we relax in the 
hot tub and talk to our friends on the cell phone, we’re 
going to have to put up with some of the means to make 
all those conveniences possible.

I’ve got 10 people 
around a kitchen table copying at CVS,” 
says Chery! Poole, an Andover resident 
leading the Merrimack Valley Residents for 
the Environment in a fight against the pro- 
posed Dracut plant. ‘ 

While Dracut is not legally obligated to 
hear regional concerns about environmen- 
tal impacts or air quality, state agencies are. 

The state Energy Facilities Siting Board, 
a seven-member commission, will consider 
the impact of the project on the region, Says 
member David O’Connor, also Commission- 
er of the Department of Energy Resources. 

Staff at the siting board plan to do a “very 
careful and thorough analysis of local 
impacts,” he says, including changes in 
noise level, visual impact and traffic, includ- 
ing the number and hours of truck travel. 

“We need a lot of detailed information in 
the record before we make any decision,” he 
Says. 

Any potential changes in air quality will 
be examined by the state Department of 
Environmental Protection as part of its per- 
mitting process, O’Connor says, but the 
results of its findings would be considered 
by the siting board. 

Andover residents, and others who don’t 
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live in Dracut but wish to state regional con- 
cerns about the Dracut plant, can make 
their case at public hearings held by the sit- 
ing board. 

“There will be ample opportunity to have 
input in the process,” O’Connor says. 

Residents would also have an opportuni- 
ty to testify at a formal hearing when the sit- 
ing board presents its report. Later in the 
process, comments are taken from anyone 
appointed as an “intervener,” through a for- 
mal complaint process. 

“You don’t have to be a Dracut resident 
to become an intervener, but you do have to 
have a legitimate concern,” O’Connor says. 

Poole says the primary concerns of her 
group have to do with regional air and envi- 
ronmental impacts. 

“There are so many reasons why this is 
not necessary. (The developer) just wants a 
bigger share of the market. It’s not because 
Massachusetts needs new power at the 
expense of the health of the Merrimack Val- 
ley,” she says. 

Part of Poole’s argument is that power 
plants operating in the region already gener- 
ate enough power to feed the region. 

But under deregulation, that is not neces- 
sarily relevant. Any private company is 
allowed to apply for a permit to run a power 
plant. Before deregulation, only state utility 
companies were allowed to run such a busi- 
ness, and the state agency that regulates 
power plants considered whether the region

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needs more power before approving con- 
struction of a new plant. 

Not any more. 

One change of deregulation is that the 
State Energy Facilities Siting Board is no 
longer allowed to require that the applicant 
prove that there is a need to produce more 
power in the region. 

Currently, New England uses about 
20,000 megawatts of power per day. Existing 
power plants have the capacity to provide 
about 24,000 megawatts, according to O’Con- 
nor. 

According to a report from Independent 
System Operator (ISO) of New England, the 
nonprofit company that distributes and bal- 
ances power, more than 65 applications to 
open power plants have filed interconnec- 
tion studies, a necessary step opening a 
power plant. At least 20 of those proposals 
are to build plants in Massachusetts, one of 
which is the 750 megawatt natural gas fired 
combined cycle power project proposed for 
the Brox property in Dracut. 

All the pending proposals in New Eng- 
land total more than 30,000 megawatts of 
power (in addition to the 21,000 megawatts 
used per day now), but it’s unlikely they 
would all be up and running, O’Connor says. 

O’Connor is also a member of the Energy 
Facilities Siting Board, and estimates that 
the chance that all of the proposals would be 
permitted is “a practical impossibility,” he 
says. Under deregulation, the market con- 
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trols how many power plants would be oper- 
ating. 

“We can let the market do that faster and 
better than we can. It has a natural limita- 
tion. It’s sort of a race to build the first 
group,” O’Connor says. But how many 
plants fit in a “group” can’t really be esti- 
mated, he says. 

Poole doesn’t trust the market to weed 
out unnecessary power plants, and has 
mobilized a group of Andover residents who 
oppose the plant proposed in Dracut by Con- 
stellation Power Development of Baltimore. 

She estimates that the formation of new 
power plants, cleaner burning or not, won’t 
force older more polluting plants to close, 
but expects that twice as many power plants 
will operate simultaneously but at less 
capacity. 

O’Connor says there is really no way to 
estimate how many more megawatts of 
power would be permitted within the next 
five years. 

The Energy Facilities Siting Board has 
not yet scheduled a date for public hearings 
on the Dracut project, a spokesman says. 

The board is made up of seven members: 
the chairman of the Department of Telecom- 
munications and Energy, the secretary of 
Environmental Affairs and the director of 
Economic Affairs or their designees, two 
commissioners of the Department of 


Telecommunications and Energy, and two 
public members appointed by the governor.

An obscure part of a state 
law that requires private 
school curriculua to be 
approved by the local school 
board has come as a surprise 
to school officials, who say 
they haven’t reviewed the pro- 
gram at local private schools. 

The question arose when 
Winchester resident Dorothy 
Feldman filed a complaint 
against the Andover School of 
Montessori last year, charging 
that her child was not satisfac- 
torily educated. 

She cited high teacher 
turnover, what she considered 
questionable _— qualifications 
for some teachers, unbalanced 
composition of multi-age 
classrooms and _inconsisten- 
cies in the curriculum. 

As part of the complaint, 
Feldman says the school 
neglected to seek curriculum 
approval from the Andover 
School Committee as required 
under Massachusetts General 
Laws. 

According to a memo from 
the Department of Education, 
that requirement comes under 
part of the state law requiring 
all children in the state attend 
some type of school. 

“The school committee’s 
approval under the statute 
means that children attending 
the private school may do so 
without violation of the com- 
pulsory attendance law. It is 
our opinion that the school 
committee’s liability would be 
circumscribed by the fairly 
limited approval function that 
(the law) prescribes, as long as 
the school committee acts rea- 
sonably and in good faith,” the 
memo says. 

Andover Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Claudia L. Bach 
says she was not aware of that 
law until Feldman brought it 
to her attention last fall, and 
plans to bring the issue to 
local School Committee mem- 
bers in the near future. 

Former ASM __ Director 
Michelle Dubois solicited 
approval for the school’s cur- 
riculum in North Andover in 
1994, but apparently never did 
so after the school moved to 


Andover. 
North Andover’s Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools 
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Education 


Ron Binkney says 
the review was 
satisfactory, and 
said it is custom- 
ary for the orga- 
nization running 
a private school 
to seek school 
committee 
approval. 

“We don’t have 
a mechanism for 
surveillance to 
make sure that 
every school that 


opens is __legiti- 
mate,” Binkney 
says. North 


Andover used a 
combination of 
local and national 
guidelines in 
reviewing ASM’s 
curriculum, he 
says. 

“As a private 
person, I associ- 
ate Montessori 
with quality in 
education,” 
Binkney Says, 
adding that he 
was surprised to 


hear a parent had 
a complaint. 
Feldman says Dubois 


neglected to have the curricu- 
lum re-approved when the 
program expanded in 1995 and 
again in 1996 when the school 
moved from North Andover to 
Andover. 

No other complaints about 
ASM have been heard at 
Andover public schools, Bach 
says. 

Feldman says her daugh- 
ter’s education was compro- 
mised last year when her 
teachers left or were replaced 
by less-qualified teachers, cre- 
ating a curriculum inconsis- 
tent with what she expected 
when she signed the contract 
to enroll her two children in 
the school. 

While she was only dissatis- 
fied with the education pro- 
vided in her daughter’s class, 
she moved her daughter and 
her son from ASM in January 
to the Cambridge School of 
Montessori for logistical rea- 
sons, she says. 

Feldman has no complaints 
with the Cambridge Montes- 
sori School, but charges that

Andover School of Montessori 
owes her $2,000 in held tuition. 

President of the ASM board 
of directors Larry Casey, an 
Andover resident, says that 
despite Feldman’s dissatisfac- 
tion with the program, he 
doesn’t believe her daughter’s 
education was compromised, 
and maintains that ASM 
upheld its end of the contract. 

“We are confident that 
(Feldman) got what she was 
entitled to,” he says. 

The contract signed by 
Feldman specifies that if a stu- 
dent is withdrawn after Sep- 
tember 1 (1997), the school will 
hold a non-refundable fee and 
retain a pro-rata tuition for 
the months attended and $100 
(or $200) for full-day students 
for each remaining month in 
the school year. 

Feldman says that ASM 
didn’t uphold their agreement 
to educate her child, and 
should not be allowed to with- 
hold the remaining tuition, 
totaling $2,000. 

“No one seems to be taking 
responsibility,” she says. 

Andover resident and ASM 


board member Sally Holm 
says that if anything, the 
school’s tuition policy is too 
generous. 

Many private _ schools 
would make the entire tuition 
non-refundable, she says. 

Educational consultant 
Stephen DiCicco, president of 
Educational Direction Inc. of 
Rhode Island, has worked 
with ASM in the past, and 
describes what he knew of 
their policies at the time to be 
industry standard. 

“It’s common (in private 
schools) that after second 
semester, entire tuition is not 
refunded,” he says. 

He added that in his compa- 
ny’s work as consultants for 
the National Association of 
Independent Schools, the 
Andover School of Montessori 
proved to be quality school. 

A former teacher at ASM 
who asked not to be identified 
acknowledged that previous 
years the school experienced 
“some growing pains,” but has 
since recovered and is now 
thriving, particularly due to 
the efforts of Director Rich

Abbe, who came on board in 
June, after Feldman withdrew 
her children from the school. 

“They’ve made remarkable 
strides. I think (the school) 
has an incredible future,” the 
former teacher says. 

Abbe says he has had no 
complaints since he took over, 
but was not aware of any 
requirements that Andover 
School Committee should 
have approved the program. 

“My understanding is that 
(Andover school officials) 
were aware of what we're 
teaching and they are comfort- 
able with it, but I’m more than 
happy to sit down with them 
and review it if that’s some- 
thing they require,” Abbe 
Says. 

The school is well attended, 
and is now building a waiting 
list for next year, a sign that 
parents are satisfied, he says. 

The school is currently con- 
ducting a marketing study to 
determine if there is enough 
need to establish a middle 
school age program, Abbe 
says. 
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After two public forums on ways 
to solve the space crunch facing 
Andover schools in the next few 
years, Officials are beginning to 
compile a report. 

Superintendent Dr. Claudia L. 
Bach says she will work with prin- 
cipals, teachers and staff to com- 
plete it within the next six weeks. 

“IT think no matter what, we’ll 
end up with a work in progress,” 
she says. The report would include 
a general plan to deal with lack of 
classroom space over the next 
three years, and each year the plan 
would be reviewed for specifics, 
she says. 

“Each year the 
greater,” Bach says.

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State grant brings 
educational 
performances to 
Andover schools 


State Senator Sue Tucker and State 
Representative Barry Finegold 
announced that a grant of $1,381 has been 
made to Andover schools by the Massa- 
chusetts Cultural Council. The grant is 
part of the council’s Event & Residency 
Program, which supports short- and 
long-term residencies of artists in 
schools. 

“The arts are an important part of a 
good education,” Tucker said. “This 
grant allows our children and teachers to 
participate in creative, hands-on learn- 
ing situations with artists who have 
years of experience in school.” 

The grant will support five artistic 
performances: theater artist Joan Gat- 
turna as “Petticoat Patriot,” the only 
female soldier to serve in the American 
revolution, for Bancroft grade 5 students: 
a performance by Handel & Haydn soci- 
ety of music from various historical peri- 
ods for Bancroft students in grades 4-5; a 
puppet show with Gerwick puppets that 
introduces Sanborn second-grade stu- 
dents to the tales of Thorton W. Burgess; 
and three performances by theater artist 
Kathryn Woods highlighting the life of 
Sojourner Truth for West Elementary 
and Middle School students. 

The Mass. Cultural Council awarded 
134 Event & Residency grants across the 
State for projects occurring from Janu- 
ary through June. Earlier in the school 
year, 37 grants were awarded for pro- 
grams in the fall 1998 semester. 

The Education Reform Act of 1993 
includes the arts as one of seven core 
subjects to be taught in Massachusetts 
schools. Schools are working to reestab- 
lish arts classes and integrate the arts 
into other areas of the curriculum. 

A 1996 study by the Getty Education 
Institute for the Arts found that children 
who participate in arts activities per- 
form better academically, demonstrate 
better cognitive and work skills and 
show greater self-esteem. 
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Fifty-four Andover High mar- 
keting students competed Jan. 27 
at the District Marketing Confer- 
ence, held at the Sheraton Fern- 
croft in Danvers.

Spanning the generations at Merrimack

They're talking a bit of history here in 
Professor Mary McHugh’s Merrimack 
College class “The Legislative Process.” 

That’s usually the case early on in the 
course, when McHugh prompts students 
to think about their heroes, and also to 
think about why few, if any, members of 
Congress make that list. 

But this past Monday, they have the 
benefit of not only talking history, but 
hearing it from those who lived some of 
it as well. 

As part of the college’s Justice and 
Peace Week, students are pairing up 
with an older person from the Andover 
Senior Center for classes, special lectures 
and other activities. The theme was cho- 
sen to dovetail with 1999 being the United 
Nations’ “International Year of the Older 
Person.” 

There are more than a half dozen 
senior citizens in McHugh’s class, and 
perhaps because of that, Franklin and 
Eleanor Roosevelt both make it onto the 
list of heroes. 

McHugh says hers is JFK. “Senior or 
junior?” a student wonders. 

Among the students, the names are 
more contemporary. A lot of parents 
make the list, but then there are those 
like Mark McGwire, Bill Gates and even 
Madonna. 

After a bit of prompting, the late U.S. 
senator Paul Tsongas’ name comes up. 
And eventually, so does that of Congress- 
man Marty Meehan, the Lowell Democ- 
rat who had visited campus just a week 
earlier to talk about impeachment. 

The students, given the state of cur- 
rent events, are well aware that most of 
those in political life are flawed. 

“But everybody’s got skeletons,” one 
student observes. 

What it eventually comes down to, 
from both ends of the age range, is that a 
heroes don’t have to be perfect, but do 
have to be role models in some sense — 
either for taking a courageous stand for 
their beliefs or by sacrificing themselves 
in some way for the greater good of oth- 
ers. 

Martin Epstein, a former chairman of 
the Andover Council on Aging and a 
senior activist in town, brings a little per- 
spective to that as well. While FDR may 
be revered by most people alive today, 
Epstein recalls that “the hatred for him 
in the 1930s was stronger than it is 
against Clinton.” 

The battle, he tells the students, was 
between those who wanted government 
to play a role in helping the country out 
of the Great Depression, and those who 
didn’t want it. Roosevelt, pushing legisla- 
tion on child labor, minimum wage and, 
of course, Social Security, was clearly in 
the bigger government camp. 

“And now we think all those are good 
things,” Epstein tells the group. 

Those are exactly the kinds of conver- 
sations, and the kind of perspective, that

both students and seniors were hoping 
would happen, and continue to happen 
during the week. 

Besides the classes, other events dur- 
ing the week included a lecture Tues- 
day afternoon by author Dr. Freda 
Rebelsky on “Valued Aging: If Not Now, 
When?” 

Rebelsky is the author of numerous 
articles and five books, including 
What’s Next? A Guide to Valued Aging 
and other High-Wire Adventures, and 
Life: The Continuous Process. She is pro- 
fessor emerita from Boston University, 
where she taught for 34 years and was 
chair of the developmental psychology 
program. 

She has also produced a series on 
aging entitled, Something Old, Some- 
thing New, for public television, and 
recently completed a film to educate 
both medical and mental health profes- 
sionals about normal aging. 

Today, Thursday at 4 p.m., Dr. Jack 
Levin, Northeastern University profes- 
sor and author, will close the week with 
a free lecture on “Ageism: Alive and 
Living in America?” in Cascia Hall. Dr. 
Levin is a professor of sociology and 
criminology at Northeastern, where he 
directs its Brudnick Center on Conflict 
and Violence. 

Levin has authored and co-authored 
several books including Ageism: Predju- 
dice and Discrimination Against the 
Elderly. He has also written for profes- 
sional journals including The Gerontolo- 
gist and Research on Aging. Levin has 
appeared frequently on national televi- 
sion programs including The Today 
Show and CBS Evening News, and has 
spoken to audiences around the world. 

And besides those formal events, 
there was time to sit around the lunch 
table and just talk. Student Angel Dunn, 
a junior, was partners with Frank and 
Sue Sherman of Andover. She and a 
friend, Kim Hyam, plus Epstein, contin- 
ued the intergenerational dialogue over 
soup and sandwiches. 

Sue Sherman, who attended Merri-

mack as an adult student, graduating in 
1987, says the current week is part of a 
continuing effort by the Andover Senior 
Center to connect seniors and young 
people. 

“We started out with a program that 
brought us together with high school 
students,” she says. 

Hyam, who is majoring in sociology, 
says she has already done a consider- 
able amount of work with the elderly. 

And that immediately prompts a 
question from Epstein. “What do you 
mean when you say elderly?” he asks. 

Hyam allows that, for the most part, 
it refers to people she has worked with 
who are home-bound or limited in some 
way. 

Certainly that exists, Epstein agrees, 
“but somebody could be in that kind of 
condition and be 14 years old, too,” he 
says. 

“You have to remember that the 
elderly are a lot of different kinds of peo- 
ple.” 


Minor sewer 
revisions seen

Economic and environmental con- 
cerns about Andover’s sewer project may 
lead to changes in the project design, says 
Bob McQuade, Andover’s director of pub- 
lic works. 

But Ralph Souppa, associate at Camp 
Dresser & McKee Inc. (CDM), the engi- 
neering and consulting firm Andover 
hired to design and permit the sewer pro- 
ject, says his firm anticipated most of 
what was required from the state’s Envi- 
ronmental Impact Report (EIR). 

“We don’t expect any dramatic 
changes,” Souppa says. 

McQuade says he has already consid- 
ered changing the plan to reduce the 
amount of cross-country sewer pipe, just 
to make the project more economical. 

The state may suggest moving some of 
the sewer line from cross country (prop- 
erty not in the street) to avoid environ- 
mentally sensitive areas, McQuade says, 
but the town is already considering mov- 
ing about 30 percent of the proposed 
sewer line for economic reasons. 

Before deciding on changes, McQuade 
says he’ll compare the costs. While it may 
be cheaper to put more of the pipe under 
streets, the change could require con- 
struction of two more pumping stations. 

“You have to weigh the cost of mainte- 
nance and operation of those pumping 
stations forevermore,” McQuade says. 

Souppa agrees. “We have to balance 
the environmental impact against the 
cost to the town,” he says. 

The EIR requires proof that any alter- 
ation of wetlands is “required and not 
reasonably avoidable,” the report says. 

The EIR for Andover’s sewer project 
will focus on five areas, Souppa says: the 
need for the sewers, the potential impacts 
of secondary growth, the impact on wet- 
lands, archeological and historical inves- 
tigation, and response to comments made 
during the environmental notification 
form process. 

“If you build a sewer near open land, 
and provide means for construction that 
would not normally occur, that is sec- 
ondary growth,” Souppa says. 

For areas where growth can be expect- 
ed as a result of the proposed sewer exten- 
sions, the EIR should identify land use 
regulations and other strategies to allow 
control of such growth, the report says. 

Environmental scientists at CDM will 
conduct environmental impact studies 
for the EIR, but will use a subcontractor, 
Timelines of Littleton, to do archeological 
or historical investigations, Souppa says. 

An archaeological survey was request- 
ed by the Massachusetts Historical Com- 
mission, and is required in the EIR. 

Areas including ponds or streams, like 
the flatter areas around the Shawsheen 
River, may have been areas where Native 
Americans lived and deserving of histori- 
cal study, while more rocky or steep 
areas are less likely to have been home to 
indigenous populations, and won’t need 
to be analyzed, Souppa says.

at about $26.9 million, and includes 
four additional firefighters, two 
police officers, a Youth Services 
program assistant and a water dis- 
tribution/sewer collection super- 
intendent. 

On the school side, the manag- 
er’s recommendation is about $35.6 
million, but that represents a cut of 
about $1.1 million from depart. 
ment requests. Stapezynski said 
the School Department is seeking 
to add 24 positions. He said the 
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School Committee’s recommended 
budget would not be known for 
several weeks. 

Budget highlights noted by the 
manager included: 

* Water and Sewer divisions 
operating budgets presented sepa- 
rately from the Department of Pub- 
lic Works for the first time.

Not enough mystery in 
collective bargaining? 


While town officials believe it’s probably best to 
be able to hide the amount of money available for 
collective bargaining settlements, they apparently 
aren't doing a very good job of it at the moment. 

During an initial discussion of the Fiscal Year 
2000 budget Monday night, Selectmen Chairman 
Bill Downs complained about $368,000 earmarked 
for “unclassified compensation.” 


To offset all that spending, the manager said 
property taxes are expected to increase 5.6 per- 
cent because of an “exceptionally strong” hous- 
ing market, with the outlook in 1999 “a continu- 
ation of this aggressive market.”

The town of Andover 
will soon be getting a 
blast from the past — a 
ceremonial cannon to be 
displayed in Town Hall. 

The small but opera- 
ble cannon, now owned 
by the Andover Histori- 
cal Society, is soon to 
become town property. 

Veteran’s Agent 
John Doherty expects to 
become keeper of the 
cannon, which was once 
used to open Memorial 
Day celebrations in 
Andover in honor of the 
town’s Civil War veter- 
ans. It was originally 
property of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. 

The cannon was later 
obtained by Smith & 
Dove of Andover, which 
donated it to the Histori- 
cal Society, he says. 

It was moved up the 
street when the Mus- 
grove Building was 
built, for fear the blast 
would shatter windows, 
Doherty says.

“Andover had dogs in the past. My father 
was involved. As kids we used to go up and 
watch them train,” says Andover Chief Brian 
Pattullo. “We use a dog quite often and a lot of 
times we’re at a disadvantage because we have 
to wait for a State Police dog. They can be 45

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minutes away. 

“Time is of the essence when 
you're doing a search for a lost child 
or a suspect.” 

Police have struggled to find 
Alzheimer’s patients who have wan- 
dered off, notes Pattullo. 

At the academy, Blaze will learn 
how to search for missing people, pro- 
tect police, and have greater obedi- 
ence. 

“He actualiy could be in mid-air 
with the mouth open to take a bite out 
of you and if you give the right com- 
mand, he’ll stop like that,” says 
Higgenbottom, snapping his fingers. 

At the academy, Blaze will also 
learn how to track down drugs and 
criminals on the run. 

“The dog can do the work of 10 
men, and sometimes do it a lot bet- 
ter,” says Higgenbottom. 

Blaze already has learned some 
simple German commands for “sit,” 
“lay,” and “attack.” 

Well, the command is actually 
“protect,” not “attack,” but that 
depends at which end of the dog 
you're standing. 

To show Blaze in action, Higgen- 
bottom took the perfectly-happy-to- 
see-this-reporter Blaze a few yards 
away and told him something. Then, I 
took a few menacing steps in their 
direction. 

You could see why the Higgenbot- 
tom family have nicknamed their 
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other two dogs “Appe” and “Tizer.” 
Let’s just say it was nice not to have 
to find out if Blaze’s bark was worse 
than his bite. Blaze didn’t stop strug- 
gling to attack his target like that 
(snap). Fortunately, Higgenbottom 
had more control over the leash, than 
Blaze did over his flying drool. 

“He needs a lot of training. He’s 
green,” says Pattullo. 

Now he tells us. 

But police say Blaze is already 
showing some good signs for a police 
dog, even before he enters the train- 
ing program. 

“My dog would be afraid of gun 
fire. I know he would be. He’s afraid 
of loud noises,” says Pattullo. “But 
Blaze charged when there was a gun 
shot.” 

Pattullo says having a canine unit 
will cost about $10,000 annually, with 
some of that money going to Higgen- 
bottom, whose family has taken the 
dog into their home and will feed and 
care for it. 

Higgenbottom approached Pattullo 
about the idea of a police pooch last 
spring, and Pattullo says he was skep- 
tical at first. 

“He said money-wise he’d see what 
he could do in the budget,” Says 
Higgenbottom. “It’s quite a financial 
undertaking. The dog itself costs 
$5,000.” 

However, Andover has had most of 
the start-up costs donated, he says.

Some friendly advice from Andover divorce lawyers

or those in a _ relationship, 
Pi vacnines Day is an easy day 
to rack up points. Do remember 
it, don’t spend the day with your bud- 
dies, and you should be OK. 

But what about the rest of the 
year? What are the do’s and don’ts to 
Keep a relationship in the pink year 
round? 

To find out we went to the people 
with the most knowledge in this area 
— divorce lawyers. If nothing else, we 
figured they must know all the don'ts. 

But surprisingly, the four Andover 
lawyers we met all focused on the 
do’s. 

“You don’t have to worry about the 
don'ts, if you do the do’s,” says Philip 
Byers. an Elm Square lawyer who’s 
been happily married for 27 years. 
“The don’ts are common sense. Don’t 
buy your girlfriend something more 
expensive than your wife — at the 
same jewelry store. I represent con- 
tractors, doctors, lawyers. They’re all 
stupid. They all shoot themselves in 
the foot.” 

But even as a divorce lawyer, 
Byers has seen plenty of relationships 
blossom. A few couples have actually 
met in his office while getting 
divorced, and hit it off. Byers was the 
best man at one of these weddings 
and “played rabbi” by officiating at 
another. 

Like the other lawyers, he says 
communication is the No. 1 key to a 
successful relationship. 

“If the communication is good 
between the partners, then the sex life 
is going to be.

“Give of yourself and, if you can't, 
do get out of the relationship,” says 
Melissa Sindeband, a newly married 
Main Street lawyer. “Because other- 
wise you're going to be in divorce 
court and spending a lot of money 
retaining me.” 

Here’s some more do’s and don’ts 
from Andover divorce lawyers: 


DO BE FRIENDS FIRST 


“It should be a relationship where, 
when you hate the world, you can still 
hang with this person,” says Sinde- 
band. 

Sexual heat only lasts so long. 
Friendship lasts forever. 

“You still have to have that (warm) 
feeling five, 10, 20, 30 years from now 
and still be able to say, ‘Wow! when 
they come in a room. You still have to 
have that thump, thump,” says Jamie 
Mauritz James, a Main Street divorce 
lawyer.

Despite what your hormones or 
ring finger tell you, that’s no reason 
to marry someone.

Close to $1,200,150 is being 
sought in this year’s budget 
appropriation and special arti- 
cles. This is an increase of 
$194,000 over the appropriations 
of $1,005,593, made for the town 
departments and for special 
articles last year when the tax 
rate was increased from $33 in 
1947 to $34. The department 
budgets this year, due largely to 
increased costs, are about 
$956,191, an increase of about 
$63,000 over the 1948 appropria- 
tion of $893,191. Requests called 
for in the special articles show a 
great jump over the appropria- 
tions of $112,402. They total 
$243,959, or more than double 
the 1948 appropriations for spe- 
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Cial articles. Two articles, how- 
ever, are for the Andover Street 
Bridge in Ballardvale, one for 
$30,000 for a new bridge, the 
other $6,250 to repair the bridge. 
If one article is accepted the 
other will be passed over. Other 
items to be considered in arriv- 
ing at the 1949 tax rate are those 
voted in the special town meet-,, 
ing last December. These 
include bridge projects and 
sewer projects.

Rodger, dean of the Lawrence campus of 
Northern Essex Community College, is 
writing her doctoral thesis in education at 
UMass Lowell, while maintaining a pres- 
ence on many Greater Lawrence boards of 
directors. 


A couple of answers emerge after an 
hour’s conversation. First, she is vitally 
interested in what she is doing, and has 
learned to compartmentalize. More impor- 
tant, she has the skill and temperament of a 
diplomat to inspire people to work together. 

A Vice president of the Merrimack Val- 
ley Chamber of Commerce, she is a trustee 
of Lawrence General Hospital and board 
member of CLASS (Citizens League for 
Adult Special Services) and the Lawrence 
YMCA. 

This year, she also headed the Lawrence 
area fund-raising campaign for the United 
Way of Merrimack Valley, helping the area 
lead the Merrimack Valley in contributions.

The children were at another 
Lawrence school. “I uncovered that kids 
often had two different sets of records in 
other Lawrence schools, that some had 
never started school because the parents 
didn’t know that in the U.S, schools were 
mandatory.” 

In the days before bilingual education 
programs brought money to the school 
department to care for minority students, 
she found homes without heat, shoeless chil- 
dren, and her first autistic child. Often she 
and her colleagues in the school department 
had to find shoes and clothing for the chil- 
dren before they could attend school. 

In 1977, under a state grant, she worked 
with the school department’s earliest 
attempts at integrating its fast-growing His- 
panic population in north Lawrence with 
the all-white population south of the Merri- 
mack River.

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Restaurant adds new flavor to downtown development 


fficials hope that a planned 
O three-story restaurant in the 

heart of the historic district is 
just the ingredient needed to stir up 
downtown development. 

The $1.5 million restoration project 
on the former American Woolen Co. 
building at One Mill St. should be com- 
pleted by the end of the year, according 
to owner Charles F. Daher, president of 
Commonwealth Motors in Lawrence 
and a resident of Andover. 

“Maybe we'll have a grand-opening 
millennium party on New Year’s Eve to 
kick off what I hope will be the corner- 
stone of development in the North 
Canal Historic District,” Daher said, 
noting that the building turns 100 at the 
start of the next century. 

City officials believe the restaurant 
will complement the adjacent Heritage 
State Park Visitors Center and the near- 
by Fenton Judicial Center, in addition 
to causing other private investors to 
look at downtown Lawrence for their 
next venture. 

“One Mill Street is the perfect build- 
ing for a restaurant and the perfect way 
to bring people into the city, day and 
night,” said Lawrence Mayor Patricia 
Dowling. “This restaurant is another 
important step in our ongoing efforts to 
redevelop and reinvigorate our historic 
downtown.” 

Daher says the 20,000-square-foot 
facility will feature a fine-dining restau- 
rant, bistro, function hall and outdoor

cafe. He expects the restaurant, which 
is being designed by Winter Street 
Architects Inc. of Salem, to employ 60 to 
70 persons and to seat about 250. 

U.S. Rep. Marty Meehan, D-Lowell, 
whose district includes Lawrence, 
noted that development in the gateway 
to the downtown is important to the 
city’s ongoing efforts to revitalize. 

“Private investment is crucial to the 
success of efforts to redevelop 
Lawrence’s historic canal area,” Mee- 


han said. “The public sector is doing its 
part, through the Heritage Park, court- 
house, parking garage and other pro- 
jects. Now, the private sector is step- 
ping up to the plate and recognizing 
that Lawrence is a great place to do 
business.” 

Although new to the restaurant busi- 
ness, Daher is no stranger to creating a 
successful enterprise from scratch. The 
49-year-old Lawrence native returned to 
his hometown eight years ago when he 


bought a bankrupt car dealership on 
Marston Street and transformed it ini 
the third largest Honda and 11th largest 
Chevrolet dealership in New York and 
New England. A $5 million expansion of 
Commonwealth Motors is currently 
underway, which will create additional 
showrooms and 75 new jobs. 

“IT love investing in Lawrence.” 
Daher said. “I hope that other business 
people will jump on board and help the 
city be all it can be.” 

The One Mill St. site figures promi- 
nently in Lawrence’s rich industrial 
history. The American Woolen Co.. 
which operated there from 1900 to 1955. 
was the largest manufacturer of carded 
woolen and worsted cloths and at one 
time employed more people than any 
other industrial unit in New England. 
Besides serving as an office and pay- 
ment center for employees, the Mill 
Street building also became a favorite 
target of demonstrating workers during 
the Bread and Roses strike of 1912. 

The Georgian-Revival-inspireg 
structure is considered one of the most 
style-conscious buildings in the historic 
district. In addition to being part of the 
North Canal Historic District, designat- 
ed by the U.S. National Park Service. 
the building also is a proposed National 
Labor History site.
